eared often In the Saprome Courf Iia kind
:f&.m. and beénevolent countonance, his universnl
eotrteons demeanor, riveted the attention of all,
and osused sll to listen to lils arguments with a
sonse of knowledge-guining. His clarity of diction,
grace of elocution, purity of lagio, ndded Lo his ears
nostness, atd the il ith and conftdence jn the
truth of what he mald, gave his argaments Eroent
power, Ada awyer in this community Mr, Wharton
stood without o superior (and that I8 no dispasage-
ment), and with but few equials,  Alasl thiat such 8
yan Ahould dis before his day of usefulness was
entirely over.

The deceased wis o graduate of the Univer- |
sity of Penusylvania, and the Alumni of that institna-
tion pointed o him with becoming pride, By hix
own industry and efforts he attuiped the highest po-
sition at the Bar that was attainable, and bullt up &
large, luerative, and general practios, deallng In all
cascg, and having, to my Knowledge, no specialty.
The deceased possessed many excellont tralts as o
jawyer, amongst them that of being able nut only o
detect the strong and weak polnts of his own vase,
put also that of Lis opponent’s, The deceased was &
sincere Christlan, & trm wad devoted believer in the
trutha of Christlanity. In the Chureh of which he
was a member e was looked nt to with a defercnce

and respect which but few enjoyed, andin the an-
pual conventions of the Church his counsels wil be
greatly misged,

We ask Il the moral evidence has not something to
do with the scientifle facts? We ask this court to
deolde on the moral and scientific evidence, not
scientific evidence alone, especially whore (v (s of
such s low degree of excellence. We haid 1o battle
agalngs diferent ways of prosecution  As soon as
we nnderatood that woe were assulled in one way
and were prepared for it, we were told that that was
not the scientifle theory of the court, 'I'he sclentifc
evidence restson the evidence of a man who sgates
that he has no experionece in that particular direcs
tlen. His  opinion should lllvr»'ﬂpre e of no
woelght, But the court sass thit &  skilled
physician |8 & compuient person t express an opinlon
on the action of comblind polsop,  But this s not
what we sald, The doctor 18 not a skilled physician,
He himsclf s0¥8 that lie s not in that particular.
Any one of us could have given as good an oplolon.
When the Ooort takes the theory that the life of
Miss Stennecke was prolonged by the efféots of the
vounter-poison, morplila, on the action of the prassie
acld, Keeping Miss Stennecke alive for twenty-four
nounrs, we had a right to ask, as we did, that this
evidence, to be suomitted to the jury, should be
supported by proof. Iut the Court did not answer
us In this, They passed it over as If it was un-
worthy of a reply. The cheok of Miss Stennecke
for g0, which was prescuted at the Carlisie Bank
on the day after her death, was alleged to have
been a forgery, 4o as to have o mollve Jor the mur-
der, The question arises whether thie check hus
any relution to the canse; also, whother it showed &
motive for the murder. 1If it was a forgery what
mative did it prove? This 18 a distinet, substantive
offense, not connected with the murder, They say
it was o forgery, because it wius dated before her
death, Of course It would be dated at a time prior
to her death., They allege the sgame thing In refer-
ence to the will, If the will wus a forgery he was
expecting to get the whole estate, then why should
he forge a check for §50? This would suppose that
Dr. Schoeppe had stultiled himself, It is saying

that he would prefer a trial for muarder to that for

forgery. But there was snother motive for the

allowance of this supposition. It was to poison the

minds of the jury by lending them to gappose that a

man who could be gullty of one lerser erime would

most lkely be gullty of the other and groater one,
THE DEFENER,

Mr. C. E. Maglaughlin, District Attorney from
Carliste, opencd for the Commonwealth as follows: —

The op}lnunmlm attacks the chemleal testimony
malnly. The chemist wad & known authority, He
had been experienced with chemistry for years, and
was & professor of chemistry n the Maryland Insti-
tute. He used nearly all the testa Known to chen ists
for prussic acid. He used the odor, the {ron, and the
sulpur teste.  They say that he could not have had a
true test because e used salphuorie acld, and they
gay that he could with this acid have obtalned traces
of prussie acid [rom the natural saliva whilch was in
the stomach. T'o get these traces the saliva would
have to have been present in such quantities that
ia J:renence conld not possibly have besn overlooked
and noted by the experlmenter. They say that she
could have died from Hright's disense, l‘{‘im symp-
toms of this disease are lght thin blood and oold,
We proved that the body was warm and that the
blood was thick and dark red. There was not only
this one (':Einlon of & medical man,  Four physicians
testified that they found traces of beth morphia and
prossic ackd,
These physicians gave thelr nnanimous opinion that
this woman did not die from uastural causes, but
from the cambined effects of morphin aad prussic
acil, The cmmalng counsel churge us with not
naving used the symptoms in the hypothoetical
case,  On the testimony of the Philadelphia College
of Physicians and other suthorities which they in-
ciude in their printed hook, mention {8 made of the
strongest symptom of the administration of prussic
acld which we have used (n the hypothetiosl case,
and which they do not eéven notlee, They say that
donth may have been produced by apoplexy, But
apoplexy may be proven after (luu{‘n.
